OTTAWA, Sept. 10.—After surveying the benefits 
| accruing from housing schemes in both Great Britain and 
the United States which received wide publicity in the cam- 
paign carried on by The Edmonton Bulletin during 
recent months, the federal government has decided to take 
| action immediately on some phases of the housing prob- 
| lem and at the next session of parliament a vast plan of 
development works—housing, slum clearances, farm re- 
habilitation, etc., will be introduced. The government is 
determined to see that loans be made available in all sec- 
tions of Canada at a maximum interest rate of five per 

cent, with loans repayable over 10 to 20 years. 
In both Great Britain and the United States, not alone 
have their housing schemes resulted in the better quartering 


of their people, but employment has been given to vast | 


| armies of workers and the wheels of industry in general have 
been set in motion. 

Provision For Jobless 

In the government measure consideration is also given 


| jobless men. It is expected that the measure will almost 
| immediately launch activity in both financial and industrial | 
circles. 
Major provisions of the scheme are: 
Guarantee of 15 per cent of losses to loaning institu- 


tions up to $50,000,000, government share to be $7,500,000. |

3. Maximum loans to be $2,000, 


4, Loans to bear no more than five per cent interest 


payable in equal monthly payments over one year or a pro|
